A Famous Bank Robber To Be Liberated 
in a Few Months—No More Safe 
Crackers— Bank Burglars Go West. 

‘| he last remnant of the greatest band 
of bank robbers that the country has ever 
produced will be at large in a few 
months,” said Police Inspector Thomas 
Byrnes to-day during a chat over the re- 
markable decrease in big crimein New 
York city. Itisa fact that New York is 
getting to bea highly moral city. The 
Manhattan Bank robbery was the last 
great steal. It isalso many years since 
any professional cracksmen have dared to 
venture into the precincts sacred to 
financial interests about Wall street. 
‘The arrests made this year number 
more than they did ten years ago, but the 
crimes committed are by a large percent- 
age of a petty nature. 

From 1872 to 1876 many banking insti- 
tutionsin all parts of the country were 
robbed by the most daring methods, 
During these four years the gang headed 
by Jim Dunlap, té whom, Inspector 
Byrnes referred above, stole nearly 
$4,000,000 in cash and marketable bonds. 
Detective*Sergeant Phil Reilly, of the 
Central Office, who has taken no small 
share in putting down crime, remembers 
Dunlap and his pals well. In the latter 


part of 1367 asmart young man was con- 
victed of grand larceny in Illinois and ; 
sent to the penitentiary. He was hand- 
some and well educated, and because of 
his ability to swindle people he wascalled 
‘“‘Hustling Bob.’’ His right name was 
Robert Scott. Whilein prison he came 
in contact with an old and hardened crim- 
inal who was known tothe police of Eu- 
rope as well as those of this country. 
This man was the notorious Tom Reilly 
or ‘‘Scar-faced Tom.” He it was who 
headed the great gang of bank burglars. 
Taking a fancy to Scott, he met him in 
Chicago after his term expired and intro- 
duced himto Dunlap. Reilly was not a 
bank robber, but he always declared that 
he could tell just what line of crime a 
man was best suited for,and he advised 
Scott and Dunlap to become partners in 
the business of bank burglary. Dunlap 
was young and bright. He brought 
Scott to this city and made him ac- | 
quainted with one Connors, a promising | 
crook always on the lookout for big 
stakes. This trio formed the nucleus 
of the celebratcd band of professional 
safe crackers. Soon after they. robbed 
the Falls City Bank in Louisville of 
$200,000. Because of the shrewdness of 
the gang the detectives were baffled. 
George, Miles, Edson and others became 
members of the firm of Danlap & Co., 
and they robbed right and left. The 
Pittston (Mass) bank lost $400,000 through 
the efforts of Dunlap and Scott, and 
then the great Northampton bank rob- 
bery occurred. 
Edson gave his associates away. Con- 
nors walked out of Ludlow Street Jail, 
and has never been seen in these parts 
since. Billy Porter is in Paris living 
like a sybarite, Red Leary is dead, 
and the others have either reformed 
or gone to parts unknown. Scott 
and Dunlap were convicted § and 
sent to imprisonment for twenty years 
each, Scott died of consumption 
five years ago, and now Dunlap is 
about to enter into the world again. 
he is supposed to have hid several hun- 
dred thousand dollars worth of bonds 
before be was arrested, and he laugh- 
inly informs his keepers that he in- 
tends to lead the life of a gentleman 
when he comes out. Among the other 
bank robbers who have found New York 
too hot for their comfort, are Frank 
Buck, alias ‘*-Buckey’’ Taylor; Jim 
Burnes, Billy Burke, John Curtin, Wil- 
liam Coleman, Rufe Minor, Emanuel 
Marks, alias Minnie Marks; Charles 
Fisher, Joha Price, Charley Hicks, John 
O’Brien, Joe Parish, Bill Vosburg, John 
Irving, alias “‘The Greek;”’ Charley Ad- 
ams, William Robinson, Frank MeCoy, 
alias ‘Big Frank;’’ Peter Luthy and Ike 
Marsh. Not one of these men has even 
attempted any ‘“‘crooked” business in 
New York since Inspector Byrnes has 
been at the head of the detective force. 
A few of them have reformed, some are 
in prison, but most of they are never 
heard of. They have quietly disappeared. 
Inspector Byrnes believes that the day of 
organized prefessional cracksmen is at an 
end so far as New York is concerned. Of 
eourse there is always danger of a move 
in that direction by the ycunger genera 
tion of crooks. This is attested to by 
such prominent citizens as the Rev. Dr 
Uowanrd B. Crosby and Elbridge T, Ger- 
ry. hese gentlemen have paid consid- 
erable attention to the Subject. The de- 
tective force is so conducted that a pro- 
fessional criminal cannot walkthe streets 
of this city for five hours before every 
member of the force is on the look out 
for him. Itis not that such pecple are 
deterred from committing crime because 
they have grown better, ‘They are sim- 
watched so elosely that chevy know 
well the moment they attempt any 
“business” they will be arreste:’, Some 
years ago the financial quarter of the 
city was sO poorly protecied that bank 
burglars and bank sneaks found it an 
easy matter to walk off with iargesums 
of cash anisecurities. In ten years, how- 
ever, not one dollar has been stolen in 
that quarter by professional criminals, 
+ Ili the robbery that has. been done ia 
that time may be laid at the doors cf 
bank cashiers and other attaches of the in- 
stitutions fleeced. ‘The detective burean 
in Wall streetand the system in which 
‘the quarter is patrolled night and day 
makes it almost impossible for any one 
but the trusted officials of the banks at 
banking institutions to do any stealing, 
It is the same in other sections of the 
city. The drygoods district is almost 
bu -glar proof. 

‘ihe famous forgers who formerly made | 
millions of dollars by their skilful pen- 
manship have either died or ceased opera- 
tions. A few bave gone West, as have 
some of the bank burglars. <A _ very 
few have reformed. At any rate they 
do not dare attempt their former 
means of obinining wealth inthis city. 
The notorions William E. Brockway is 
the last of the fraternity of professional 
forgers. Anything done in that line in 
these days ia generally traced to either 
aclerk ora partner of the person whose 
name is forged. It, is true that the rec- 
ords show that the number of sneak 
thieves and pickpockets is still ve 
large, but the promptness With whic 
they are peg is materially lessening | 
number. Several are sent to Sipg 
Sing or tree penitentiary every day.

THE nomination of General Harri- 
son may work a radical change in the 
plan of campaign of the Democrats, 
says anexchange. Indiana is a close 
State. Garfield carried it by a plu- 
rality of 6,389 in 1880. Cleveland, in 
1884, carried it by a plurality nearly 
the same—that is to say, 6,512. There 
is a strong tendency in_ the State to 
the side-show business. Butler and 
St. John reduced the Republican 
strength in 1884, as Weaver did that 
of the Democrats in 1880. Going fur- 
ther back, it appears that Tilden car- 
ried the State in 1876 by a plurality of 
5,515. Peter Cooper on that occasion 
effected the subtraction from the Re- 
publican party. Back frum 1576 the 
long period of great Republican vic- 
tories is reached. If the nomination 
of Harrison shou'd force the Demo- 
crats to break up their cantonments in 
Indiana, they have but two other 
combinations with which they can 
win—namely, New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, which, with the 153 
votes of the Solid South, would give 
them 204 votes, in the electoral col- 
leges, or three more votes than are nec- 
essary to a choice; or New York, Cali- 
fornia and Nevada, which, as before, 
would give them 203 votes, or two 
more than the requisite majority. But 
most likely it will be up-hiil work for 
them this time in Connecticut and 
New Jersey, because the industries of 
these States are menaced by the free 
trade on the installment plan which 
is threatened by the Democrats. It 
may, therefore, be assumed with con- 
siderable certainty that they will dem- 
onstrate heavily in the Pacific States.

JUMBO DISTRICT. 


Mount Davidson’s Sanset slope 
Alive With Prospectsors. 

The recent ore development in 
the Wild Goose mine in Jumbo 
district, aud later in the Harris, 
near Washoe City, have resulted, 
says the Virginia Chronicle, in cre- 
ating a boom in those localities, 


Davidson are swarming with pros- 
pectors for several miles in length, 
and the slopes of the barren, rocky 
bills are as thickly dotted with 
stakes and monuments, making 
boundary lines of mining claims 
and location notices, as an old 
burial ground with tombstones. 


A prospector operating a short 
distance west of the Pandora, came 
in Monday night. He said he 
counted 128 men prospecting in the 
bi.lein the vicinity of Jumbo and 


Harris districts, and that every foot 
of ground on the west side of Mount 
Davidson, from the flag pole on 
the peak to the base of the Washoe 
valley foot hiils, will soon be 
cevered with mine location notices 
extending uvorth and south for 
several miles. 

On the way in he met three buck- 
boards freigbted with cooking 
utensils, provisions and miners’ 
tools and several meri packing 
blankets, all beaded for the vew 
El Dorado. Two Germans re- 
cently struck a two-foot vein of 
quartz, assaying bighin guld, some 
distance west of former explora- 
tions in Jumbo district. They are 
now keeping other prospectors 
from infiringing on the boundaries 
of their location with shutguno ar- 
guments, 

In the ravine to the south of the 
Franktown wagon road, through 
which a small stream of water 
flows, is a string of 300 feet of sluices 
for placer mining, but the stream 
is too small to admit of operating 
on an extensive scale, except in the 
early spring, when it is swelled to 
a roarivg torrent by melting suow, 
forming a huudred affluents. 

Tne exposure through placer 
mining of very narrow veins of 
quartz, carryivg gold, in the bed of 
this stream first led to the search 
for its source, and this search re- 
sulted in tbe discovery of the Pan- 
dora vein by the veteran prospector, 
L. 5. Coffin. 

‘he Pauvdora, Wild Goose, Little 
Nell and Willis, are the principal 
mines in which the work of devel- 
opment is being pushed in Jumbo 
district. The Pandora is the only 
steady bullion producer, the ore 
taken out in sinking being all that 
is extracted from the others named 
above. The ore extracted from the 
Pandora yields above $300 per ton 
in gold, 

The fact that the veins so far dis- 
covered in Jumbo district dip down- 
ward almost vertically is considered 
‘an indication that they will prove 
to extend to greatdepth. The Pan- 
dora shaft was sunk toadepth of 
eighty feet, when water was struck; 
but at that depth the veia is 
broader snd fully as fertile in the 
yellow metal as it proved nearer 
the surface. The Harris mine is 
producivg bigh-grade ore from the 
new discovery, some distance from 
the old workiugs. ;

banks to-night. Can live on fish if 
the reds should get pack train.”
